ANNAPOLIS, Md. (UPI) - The U.S. 
Naval Academy today expelled seven 
midshipmen, placed 13 others on honor 
probation and said two who began the 
institution’s 
worst 
cheating 
scandal 
would receive an unspecified punish­ 
ment but would not be dismissed. 
Vice Admiral William Mack, super­ 
intendent of the 
Academy, 
said 61 
midshipmen were investigated by the 
Midshipman Honor Commission in con­ 
nection with a compromised navigation 
exam which the e n t i r e 900-member 
sophomore class was required to re­ 
take. 
He said 41 were exonerated, seven 
w'ere dismissed and 13 were placed on 
honor probation. 
It was the largest number of mid­ 
shipmen ever dismissed in one cheat­ 
ing incident. 
Two others, who are away 
on 
a 
cruise, are still under investigation and 
will be punished but will not be dis­ 
missed, Mack said. He said they began 
the incident by passing or to other 
midshipmen answers tc an exam sup­ 
plied to them by a na\ igation instruc­ 
tor. but did not use the answers them­ 
selves. 
No names were disclosed. 
Mack said the 13 placed on probation 
“will be reindoctrinated to the honor 
system and if there is any further evi­ 
dence of violations, they don’t get the 
benefit of the doubt.” 
The honor committee said that the 41 
exonerated middies used “ poor judg­ 
ment rather than cheating.” 
In addition. Mack said 29 navigation 
instructors were questioned and “the 
investigation concluded that only one 
instructor was responsible for the com­ 
promise and that no other personnel in 
the navigation 
department were 
in­ 
volved. 
“ The instructor allowed several mid­ 
shipmen to examine a copy of the test 
at a review session prior to the exam ­ 
ination,” Mack said. 
The instructor was given a “non ju­ 
dicial punishment”—a letter of admoni­ 
tion —and reassigned to non-teaching 
duties. 
Mack also said that "it has been de­ 
termined 
that 
the examination 
was 
compromised without any malicious in­ 
tent or desire for personal gain by the 
instructor.”

But New York City’s firemen, wno 
have traditionally worn handlebar mus­ 
taches for more than 100 years, gener­ 
ally complied with new rules effective 
today: no beards, no long hair, no long 
sideburns — and no mustaches. 
“ I figure I’ll stay within the regula­ 
tions,” said Lou Halvatzis of Ladder 
Co. 21 in midtewn Manhattan. He cut 
his collar-length hair to ear level before 
coming to work today. 
"I was prettier before, but I’m mar­ 
ried. so what do I need to be pretty 
for?" Halvatzis said. 
Fire Commissioner John T. O’Hagan 
said the reason New York’s firemen 
had to cut off extra hair was safety on 
the job. 


But 
Halvatzis 
said 
he 
had 
never 
heard of any injury caused by a fire­ 
man’s long hair, “ so I don’t see why 
th?v imposed this regulation. I cut it 
off because 1 didn’t want to cause any 
trouble. It’s easier to conform 
than 
have mv benefits or my job taken 
away from me. 
“ In a way 1 resent it, but what can 
you do?” 
Bol Bums, a nine-year department 
veteran with Rescue Co 
1, kept his 
mattache but shaved his halt-inch wide 
beard “because there’s no sense in 
fighting. ” 
“ I don’t think hair has anything to 
do with a fireman’s safety. I didn’t 
tight it because I don’t want the de­ 
partmental charges. 1 resent the fact 
that someone can tell me 1 have to get 
rid of something.” 
Burn’s boss, Lt. Paul Geidel, inter­ 


rupted to remind him he also has to 
get rid of his mustache. 
“ Mustaches are really okay," Geidel 
conceded. “ I don’t think they hinder 
firefighting. Handlebar mustaches go 
back hundreds of years for firemen,” 
But rules are rules, ana mustaches had 
to go, tradition or no tradition. 
Eddie Veramo, also of Rescue Co. 1, 
'.aid he shaved his beard “because we 
were ordered to and 1 was afraid of 
being transferred. It’s not fair. I didn’t 
think my mustache hindered me as a 
fireman, it didn't make me any more 
or less a fireman.” 
But he said he was glad to see a 
limn on the length of hair "to clean up 
and de-lice those long haired, bearded, 
seroungy weirdos.

The discovery was virtually the tirst 
clue in the case since Patterson disap­ 
peared March 22 from the U.S. con­ 
sulate here.

158 hold their breath 
Hole in wing, engine afire, but DC10 lands safely 


TAMPA, Fla. (UPI) - A National 
Airlines DC10 landed safely Monday af­ 
ter a reverse thrust device broke loose 
from an engine, ripped a hole in one 
wing and set fire to one of the big jet’s 
three engines. 
“Everyone was scared to death,” 
Miami passenger Maitin Jacobs said, 
"but 
there 
was 
utter 
silence. 
One 
scream could have set off a panic. 
When we landed, everyone gave out a 
yell and began applauding.” 
The accident happened about 15 min­ 
utes after the jet departed Miami In- 


ternational 
Airport 
for 
a 
scheduled 
nonstop flight to Los Angeles. 
Ihe flight crew, headed by Capt. A. 
McGlaruion and copilot M. C. Wood, 
told officials they were cruising at 25,- 
000 feet over the Gulf of Mexico about 
50 miles southwest of St. Petersburg 
when the reverse thrust mechanism on 
the left engine tore loose. It punched a 
hole in the left wing and then hit the 
cowling on the tail-mounted rear en­ 
gine. 
Some of the debris was sucked into 
the air intake of the rear engine, the 


crew reported, causing the tail engine 
to falter, then catch fire. The fire was 
quickly doused with a built-in extingui­ 
sher and the engine was shut down. 
Yale Mosk of Miami, one of the 146 
passengers and 12 crewmen on the 
flight, said after the big jet leveled off 
after the accident, Capt. McGlanoon 
cam e on the public address system and 
said: “ I’m sure you are aware that we 
are experiencing a serious problem.” 
‘‘Hell,’’ Mosk said, “ we could look 
out the window at the hole in the wing 
and see th a t” 


But Mosk and Jacobs praised the 
crew, and Jacobs said "the stewar­ 
desses were just wonderful the way 
they handled it all.” 
A spokesman for the Miami-based 
airline said there was no immediate 
explanation of the accident. The Na­ 
tional transportation Safety Board was 
expected to investigate the incident. 
Some of the passengers, apparently 
slightly ill from the nervous strain, de­ 
clined to resume the flight to Los Ang­ 
eles r** a backup jet that departed 
Tampa at 2:15 p.m.

Trudeau scores solid\ surprising victory 


OTTAWA (UP! ) — Prime Minister 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau’s handling of in­ 
flation, the issue that toppled his Liber­ 
al government, two months ago, won 
him a surprising and solid victory ear­ 
ly today in Canada’s general election. 
Latest results gave the Liberals 141 


seats in the House of Commons, eight 
more than they needed to capture ma­ 
jority control ol parliament fcr the 
next four years. 
The Progressive Conservatives had 
95 seats, the New Democratic Party 
16, and the Quebec-based Social Credit 


movement 11. 'One independent, a ma­ 
verick Conservative, was elected. 
It was a victory that surprised polls­ 
ters, who had predicted that neither 
Trudeau nor opposition Conservative 
leader Robert L. Stanfield would gain 
an absolute majority. 
Colson takes bible to ¡ail

editions of the Bible and a promise of 
new information about Watergate. 


Before leaving his home here to sur­ 
render to federal authorities in Balti­ 
more. Colson toid reporters he would 
testify before 
the 
House 
Judiciary 
Committee Friday. 


He would not say whether his infor­ 
mation would help or hurt President 
Nixon, the man on whose behalf he 
masterminded political dirty tricks in 
the 1972 election. 
But Colson did say, when pressed, 
“ It’s information that 1 hope will be 


helpful to the country in getting over 
the agonies of Watergate.” 
He said the information would deal, in 
part, wiih his relationship to Nixon, 
“which was and is very close.” 
Colson began a one-to-three-year pri­ 
son sentence for obstruction of justice 
in attempting to smear Daniel Ellsberg 
while he was on trial for leaking the 
Pentagon Papers. 
He fold reporters gathered in his 
driveway he felt about prison like the 
character who was tarred and fea­ 
thered and run out of town: “ If it 
wasn’t for the honor I’d just as soon 
avoid it.” 
Colson, who once was quoted as say­ 
ing he would walk over his grandmo­ 


ther to get Nixon re-elected, has since 
s:;id he found Christianity. He said the 
only reading matter he would take to 
prison was “a couple of editions of the 
Bible.” 
The 
former 
presidential 
counsel 
avoided repeated questions about the 
nature of his new information. 


He said only “yes” when asked if his 
testimony would touch matters not dis­ 
cussed by various congressional com­ 
mittees and grand juries in their inves­ 
tigations of Watergate. 
Colson said he had no firm plans after 
he leaves prison. “It will just be nice to 
come home,” he said. “ 1 do want to do 
some lay missionary work.” 


Until his government was toppled 
May 8 cn the inflation issue, Trudeau 
had ruled for 18 months with a minor­ 
ity government kept ir. office with sup­ 
port of the socialist New Democratic 
Party. It was the defection of the New

“Canada has come out of this elec­ 
tion strong, confident of its future,” 
said Trudeau, who first became prime 
minister in 1968 when his swinging 
bachelor image propelled the Liberals 


to their greatest victory in 15 years. 
“ I just want to say I want to get on 
with the job,” Trudeau said. 
He won by convincing Canadians

—would not work. Trudeau said infla­ 
tion was a global proolem that controls 
will net solve. 
Trudeau easily won a personal victo­ 
ry in his own constituency in Montreal, 
which assured his return to Parliament 
as national leader of the winning par­ 
ty. Stanfield, 6f. making his third un­ 
successful attempt to become prime 
minister, was personally re-elected in 
Halifax but would not comment on 
whether he would continue as Progre­ 
ssive Conservative leader. 
The political fortunes of the 34-year- 
old Trudeau, who changed his tactics 
this time from an elder statesman ap- 


proach to become a hard-hitting cam­ 
paigner aided by his young wife Mar­ 
garet, benan to revive early Monday 
night when his Liberals won three new 
seats in the Atlantic provinces. 
But It was in Ontario, with one third 
of the members of Parliament, where 
Trudeau won back much cf the major­ 
ity he lost 18 months ago. After that it 
was a matter of holding the handful of 
seats the Liberals have held in the rich 
farming and oil lands cf western Cana­ 
da.

13 cons escape through barrage of gunfire 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (UP1) - Police 
using helicopters and bloodhounds to­ 
day searched for 7 of 13 escapees from 
the Tennessee State Penitentiary who 
stole a prison bus and roared away 
through a barrage of gunfire from se­ 
curity guards. 


Three of the escapees were recap­ 
tured, two wounded, about four hours 
after the incident. Police captured the 
fourth early today on the banks of the 
Cumberland River. 


The search was concentrated in the 
Charlotte Park-West Nashville residen­ 
tial area, where the bullet-riddled bus 
was abandoned by the convicts. 
There were 13 prisoners in the bus, 
but Warden Jim Rose said two of them 
were unwilling participants who later 
surrendered. 


Picked up early today was Billie Joe 
Wright of Montgomery County, serving 
9-30 years for burglary, housebreaking 
and larceny. 
Captured Monday were Roger Chi- 
sham of Manchester, driver of the ve­ 
in; le, William Smith of Knox County 
and Donald Caylor of Knoxville. They 
were caught near Interstate 40, which 
serves as the southern perimeter of the 
Ch rlotte Park neighborhood. 
“ I thought we could make it, I really 
thought we could make it,” said Smith, 
as he was led handcuffed to a police 
van. It's a hell hole. I just had to get 
out,” he said. 
Rose said the convicts made their 
break at 11:30 a.m. as they boarded 
the bus at the prison farm to return to 
the penitentiary for lunch. 
He said Chisham, 22, suddenly jum- 


ped into the driver's seat, blew the 
horn and started the engine. The war­ 
den added that seven or eight of the 
convicts jumped off the bus as Chi- 
sham, serving a 15-year rape sentence, 
roared off. 


Three security guards blazed away 
with shotguns and pistols, splintering 
windows. Reports indicated Chat 
at 
1 asr two of the prisoners were cut by 
flying glass. 


Gov. Winfield Dunn issued a strong 
statement following the escape, which 
capped several of such incidents in the 
last few months. 
“ I find the recent rash of escapes to 
be intolerable and 1 intend to take 
whatever action is necessary after 1 
have received the requested informa­ 
tion,” said Dunn.

Nixon surcharge 
on imports ruled 
illegal by court 


NEW YORK (UPI) - President Ni­ 
xon exceeded his constitutional author­ 
ity in imposing a 10 per cent surcharge 
on imports in 1971 and the government 
must refund $500 million to importers, 
the U.S. Customs Court ruled Monday. 
The government indicated it would 
appeal. 
Nixon imposed the surcharge, effec­ 
tive from Aug. 16 to Dec. 20, 1971, as a 
means of improving the United States 
balance of payments deficit. It had the 
effect of discouraging foreign imports 
by making them more expensive while 
at the same time making American ex­ 
ports cheaper. 
A three-judge panel of the customs 
court said in a unanimous, 41-page de­ 
cision, written by Chief Judge Nils A. 
Boe, that Nixon had “arrogated unto a 
president a power beyond the scope of 
any authority delegated to him by Con­ 
gress” in imposing the surcharge, a 
part of Nixon’s Phase I anti-inflation 
package. 
“The power to levy and collect taxes, 
duties, imposts and excises and to 
regulate foreign commerce has been 
vested solely in Congress by the Con­ 
stitution,” the court said.

—Hew to arrange the recyling of the 
billions of dollars that have simulta- 
nously drained out of Europe to pay 
for Arab oil and returned to Europe in 
the form of investment capital. 
The official said that the critical 
problem among the three was the 
question cf recycling funds. He said 
Kissinger cea!t with this problem in 
a general wav with the British, trying 
to identify the exact problem areas 
and to examine seme potential sotu-.

Terrorism will plague 
state, says Younger

Younger said the bombings of his of­ 
fice in Los Angeles May 31 and the

in

Francisco 
March 7 are believed to be the work of 
t h e 
W e a t h e r m a n-Weather 
Un­ 
derground. 
He appealed for wide publicity about 
the fugitives in hopes it will lead to 
their capture. 
His report noted California terrorists 
have “found a certain degree of secur­ 
ity by operating in large urban areas.” 
Younger said, “The phenomenon of 
terrorism 
bom out of the 
student 
movement of the 60s will continue to 
plague California during the next sev­ 
eral years.” 
Younger said most student dissidents 
are “disaffected” by the violence of 
terrorism. 
But he added, “ As terrorist organ­ 
izations gradually lose those indivi­ 
duals not fully committed to their 
cause, we are left with small groups of 
a disciplined and 
potentially 
more 
dangerous nature. 
“The ability of law enforcement to 
penetrate the 
small, 
mobile, 
well- 
structured terorist organization is be­ 
coming increasingly more difficult.” 


Younger additionally warned of m- . 
creasing viole ce in prisons. 
-> « 
“ Hardcore revolutionaries are select­ 
ing, recruiting and proselytizing those 
behind prison walls who will be com­ 
mitted to terrorism,” Younger said. 
With rhe end of the Vietnam War. 
Younger said revolutionaries have now 
turned to the penal system, resulting ip, 
the deaths o fa number of prisot| 
guards. 
* 
The report — prepared by Younger’s 
Department of Justice—said inmates 
are p’ied with women, publicity, mo-, 
ney and a free legal defense fund to 
win them over. 
Younger said the following groups, 
which oppose the state prison system, 
“can become effective conduits of ter­ 
rorist type activities.” 
—United Prisoners Union, reportedly 
dominated by members of the Vence­ 
remos Undergroand. 
—The Polar Bear Party, originally a 
white racist group but now allied with 
Venceremos organization. 
—Black Guerrilla Family, a revolu­ 
tionary Marxist-Leninist organization 
formed m 1971 from elements of the 
Back Parther Party. 
In addition to the Weatherman, the 
report listed as “terrorist organizations 
within the state” the Black Liberation 
Army, Republic of New Africa, Blach- 
September and the Manson Clan. 
- 
The document said, “ Members of the 
Manson Clan, because of their past ac­ 
tivates and their potential for violence, 
could become involved in a terrorist 
plot to free Charles Manson or other 
members of tte Manson Clan or Aryan 
Brotherhood now confined in state pri­ 
sons.”

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (UPI) 
— A confession signed by ac­ 
cused mass murderer Elmer 
Wayne Henley was introduced 
at his trial Monday, but a 
portion in which he expressed 
compassion for the victims 
was left out. 


Henley, 18, along with Da­ 
vid Owen Brooks, 19, has 
been linked with the torture 
slayings of 27 teen-aged boys. 
He is on trial for six of the 
deaths. 
“ The ones that I can re­ 
member by name are Charles 
Cobble, who I killed and we 
buried in the boat stall,” Hen­ 
ley said in his confession, 
which was read aloud in Mon­ 
day’s opening day of testimo­ 
ny by Harris County (Hous­ 
ton) District Attorney Carol 
Vance. 
“ I shot Charles in the head 
with Dean’s pistol... Then we 
buried him in the boat stall. 
Then Marty Jones, me and 
Dean choked him. and buried 
him in the boat stall. We kil­ 
led a boy by the name of Bil­ 
ly Lawrence, I don’t remem­ 
ber how we killed him, but 
we buried him up at Dean’s 
p l a c e 
on 
Sam 
Rayburn 
Lake.” 
The Dean Henley referred 
to Dean Allen Corll, 33, the 
alleged mastermind of the 


t h r e e-year murder spree. 
Henley killed Corll on Aug. 8, 
1973, and then told police 
about the other killings. 
Henley said in the con­ 
fession that Corll offered him 
$200 for each boy he pro­ 
cured. He said he lured the 
first boy to Corll’s home and 
found out “ a day or so later” 
that Corll had killed him. 
“ Since then I have helped 
Dean get other boys. I don’t 
remember how many. Dean 
w o u 1 d 
(sexually 
assault) 
them, then he would 
kill 
them. I killed several of tbern 
myself with Dean’s gun and 
helped him choke some oth­ 
ers, then we would take them 
and 
bury 
them 
different 
places. 
In a portion of the con­ 
fession that was not read to 
the jury, which was seques­ 
tered 
after 
being 
selected 
Monday, Henley said, “ Dean 
told me there was 24 in all, 
but 1 wasn't with him on all 
of them.” 
“ I tried to tell my mother 
two or three times about this 
stuff she just wouldn’t be­ 
lieve,” he continued in the 
full text, which was released 
to the press. ‘I even wrote a 
confession one time and hid 
it, hoping that Dean would 
kill me because the thing was 
bothering me so bad.”

A com­ 
bination of physical exercise 
and diet, is really the best 
way to control your excels fat 
Those symptoms you had 
were «igns that you were 
overdoing the diet m. 1 can’t 
repeat too often that failure 
to eat enough calories leads 
to semistarvaticn with fatigue 
faintness, 
and many 
other 
chances that arc bad for year 
health. 
And. don’t try to overdo the 
exercise, either. It isn't nec­ 
essary that you walk fast and 
cause yourself to feel faint. I 


suspect this too is part of 
your overdoing your diet. It 
doesn’t mean you will have a 
heart attack. 1 want to en- 
co rage your to continue your 
effort but at a safer level. 
Yt,.i should like a typical per­ 
son who is impatient for re­ 
sults and tends to overdo 
most things. You can walk 
three or more miles at a 
comfortable rate or even by 
breaking it up into two or 
three walking periods a day. 
How much should you lose? 
1 never could answer that 
question with certainty, even 
with rad'o-isctope 
measure­ 
ments of the amount of fat 
and the patient before me. 
The cnly way you know how 
much you should lose is after 
you have lost it. As long as 
you 
have 
any 
significant 
amounts of fat around the 
small of the back, or signs of 
a spare tire, or too much to 
sit on, you still have fat you 
can do without. 


A good way to approach the 
prob.em of how much is to 
set a sensible goal and after 
you have reached it, reeva­ 
luate yourself in terms of fat 
under the skin. If there is still 
some there, 
do 
something 
about it. 
i 
Still another problem is the 
change in the amount of mus­ 
cles a person has. If you diet 
too fast you may lose muscles 
as well as fat, and then there 
will still be fat to lose. Or, if 
you are exercising regularly, 
which I recommend, then you 
may grow muscles. As your 
mucles enlarge and the fat 
goes away, you might not lose 
so many pounds even though 
you are healthier and have 
lost fat.

Old mansion will get 24-hour guards and renovation

SAN DIMAS — The stately old man­ 
sion in San Dimas that has been ra­ 
vaged in recent months by vandals 
will now have a 24-hour guard on duty 
to ward off trespassers. 
A spokesman for the owners of the 
property also promised the City Coun­ 
cil Monday night that work would be­ 
gin today to restore the old house to its 
original beauty. 
Daniel Carran, a representative of 
Apartment Management Association of 


Los Angeles, said engineers in his firm 
estimate that the building could be 
restored within 45 days at a cost of 
$ 10,000 to $15.000. 


A* city officials explain the situation, 
the house at 101 E. Foothill Blvd. be­ 
came a target for vandals after a 
church organization used the vacant 
structure for a haunted house oper­ 
ation. The house is hidden from view 
at the com er cf San Dimas Avenue 
and Foothill Boulevard by a grove that 
surrounds the property. 
Carran disputed a report by city 


Building Supt. Richard L. Kumer that 
the building is “ untenable and that 
costs 
to 
rehabilitate 
the 
structure 
would be unreal.” 
Kumer said all of the barricades on 
the window's and doors had been re­ 
moved and that both the exterior and 
interior of the property are strewn 
with broken roof tiles, glass, boards, 
rusty nails and beer cans. 
But Carran promised that all that 
would change starting today when a 
guard would be on duty at the property 
and work would begin to secure and 


clean up the bouse. 
San Dimas resident Robert Chapman 
testified for the owners at the public 
hearing to abate the nuisance. 
Chapman told the council that he 
spent several hours at the property 
Sunday after reading a story in the 
Progress-Builetin 
that 
reported 
that 
the building may be torn down because 
of the destruction by vandals. 
Chapman said he agreed with the 
owners that the property could be res­ 
tored and said “ it’s the most lovely 
home f have ever been in. It would be 


a shame to tear it down. I onlv wish it 
were mine.” 
Carran told the council that the pro­ 
perty would be rented after the work is 
completed. 
Mayor Jim Lough said he was reluc­ 
tant to order demolition of the property 
and was personally happy that the 
owners are gome to restore the prop­ 
erty. 
“ I only wish people had to be made 
to pay tor their offsprings' actions. We 
are sick and tired cf this type of van­ 
dalism and only sorrv that we can’t 


help the owners of this property.” 
The council continued the abatement 
hearing until July 22 when the owners 
will present a rehabilitation plan for 
the structure. 
In other action, the council approved 
a 25 per cent hike in the rate schedule 
lor Paul’s Yellow Cab Co., Inc. Rates 
will increase from the present $1.15 for 
the first mile to $1.50. 
Gene Stalians, ihe owner, told the 
council the increase will offset recent 
increases in gas, wages, workmen's 
compensation and supplies.

Reaction to changes in assessed va­ 
luations. released Monday by Los Ang­ 
eles County Assessor Philip E. Watson, 
ranged from guarded concern in Po­ 
mona to a big sigh of relief in San 
Dimas. 
The figures showed that valuations 
based on real and personal property in­ 
creased .99 per cent in Pomona, less 
than half the expected rise, and 13.75 
in San Dimas where heavy building 
has been taking place during the past 
year. 
Pomona City Administrator Jerrold 
Gonce who had estimated the increase 
at more than two per cent said he did 
not expect the lower assessment fig­ 
ures to hurt the budget He pointed out 
'that Watson’s figures did not include 
utilities, and that the assessor’s report 
was only a preliminary one. “basically 
¡or our guidance.” 
He said his staff had made large al­ 
lowances for delinquencies, but “ now 
we find that those taxes are being paid 
at a much better rate than at first an­ 
ticipated. Thus we are getting more in 
tax dollars than we had estim ated.” 
Watson said Pomona's valuation was 
being adversely affected by the con­ 
tinuing decline of real and personal 
property on the Pomona Mall. 
The 
city’s 
valuation 
also 
had 
a 
strong effect on the Pomona Unified 
School District which had anticipated a 
four per cent increase, but wound up 
with 2.67 per cent. 
But here, again, Garrett Nichols, as-; 
sistant superintendent 
in 
charge 
of 
business services, contended that “ we 
don’t figure to lose any money because 
the utilities and higher personal valua­ 
tions are likely to make up most of the 
diftererce.” 
The tenor was quite different in the 
San Dimas-La Verne areas where Wat­ 
son’s 
figure s 
showed 
whopping 
in­ 
creases in the assessed valuation. 
San 
Dimas City 
Manager 
Robert 
Poff said that the additional money de­ 
rived from taxes because of the high 
assessed valuation will help reduce a 
deficit budget. He said he had only ex­ 
pected an 8 per cent rise. 
He said the city had to dip into its 


reserves this year to balance expendi­ 
tures. 
"Now we will be able to replenish 
most of cur reserves, and still have a 
higher base for next year,” Poff said. 
“The new' figures will certainly make 
us healthier.” 
And in I i Verne. City Treasurer 
Gerry Peck said the staff had antici­ 
pated a 6*4 per cent rise in assessed 
valuation, and registered a 10.10 per 
cen increase. 
She said the additional money will be 
a “big help” in holding the tax line. 


The county average was a 6.35 ii> 
crease, and those cities and school dis­ 
tricts which were near that amount 
simply noted the annual report. 
Typical was the comment of Cha-rle* 
Abbott, business m anager of the Clare­ 
mont School district, who said the dis­ 
trict was in line with its earlier esti­ 
mate of a 3*0 per cent increase. The

* '• '"The Chinese tcrturerers have a modern counter­ 
part in those who chose to leak selected confidential 
information to certain elements of the press and to 
those press elements who a lk w themselves to con­ 
stitute the leaking tap. 
These leaks come from junior echelons of con­ 
gressional and prosecutorial stalls all over Washing­ 
ton. in a stead> drip currently trom the House 
Judiciary Committee headed by Rep. Peter Rodino, 
D-X.J., which is considering the impeachment of the 
President. They have even come from the previous­ 
ly sacrosanct grand jury chamber. 
Such leaks fall upon the brows ot government offi­ 
cials—notably of late Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer—in the daily newspapers and television and 
radio news broadcasts. Their impact, falling almost 
daily from the front page of the capital's morning 
newspaper, the Post, must be hardly less traumatic 
upon officials than the torture drip upon the head of 
the Chinese prisoner.

OUR MAN IN WASHINGTON 
Secrecy surrounds 
official business

WASHINGTON — France’s General DeGaulie cal­ 
led it the “mystique of power”—he gave the people 
haughtiness and told them little of the way he ran 
their government. 
In this country, officials define the limits for reve­ 
aling state secrets as the “need to know." In a 
democracy this is a barelv-veiled contempt for the 
democratic process. and says little for the integrity 
of the people. 
It is absurd to deny the need for government 
secrecy, in some areas. But since World War II. the 
Washington penchant for 
clandestine action has 
grown to the point that even the most fundamental 
activities of government are often conducted behind 
closed doors. 
Even Congress, supposedly the closest link with 
the people and their government, engages in public 
business behind closed doors. In 1972. nearly half of 
all House and Senate committee hearings were 
closed. Meetings other than hearings— where legisla­ 
tion was discussed, marked up or voted on—were 
closed 80 per cent of the time. 
The House recently voted a resumption of open 
committee meetings, unless the committee publicly 
votes to close. The Senate rules presume secrecy 
unless the committee votes to go public. Political 
caucuses on both sides oi Capitol Hill are closed. 
What does 
ill this secrecy mean to the tax­ 
payers? Congress annually appropriates billions of 
doilars behind closed doors. The public Cannot chal­ 
lenge nor deny spending of that money. 
The White ¿louse, with a positive mania for secr­ 
ecy, spends vast sums each year to maintain its 
seclusion. In the present administration the well- 
developed system of public denial is at least partial­ 
ly responsible for the excesses of Watergate. What 
transpired among those dark White House recesses 
could not have stood the light of day. 
The government’s commitment to secrecy has 
been responsible for some of its most monumental 
blunders—blunders that are within the memory span 
of mast. 
Franklin Roosevelt's secret Yalta discussions gave 
the Russian communists enormous leverage in Eur­ 
ope, with little but continuing frustration for our­ 
selves. 
The Ba> of Pigs fiasco was plotted among a few. 
and failed before the eyes of the world. 
Secret moves In the Gulf of Tonkin and Vietnam 
further ensnared us in that futile war. 
Secrecy has been excused because without it, no 
real negotiations are possible. Generally, that is 
true; especially with countries such as the Soviet 
Union. It is easy for our diplomats to claim the privi­ 
lege of secrecy because the Soviets demand it. 
Soviet policy, in this respect, has become a crotch 
for American negotiators. Pleading good will for the 
Russians makes it easier to avoid public and con­ 
gressional scrutiny, until after the fact. Then ii is 
harder to undo what has been done. 
But the Soviets exist under a different govern­ 
ment. It is to their advantage to keep the public ill- 
informed. In our democracy it should be different. 
We are besieged by the importance of detente 
with the Russians. And to insure smooth sailing, our 
President makes bi-lateral decisions in private. One 
wonder*, given stated Russian eagerness for de­ 
tente, if maybe we shouldn't press for a more open 
democratic way of bargaining to test their good 
will.

ATLANTA 
(UPI) - The 
World Football League, mak­ 
ing its debut this week, brings 
to mind a World War II song: 
“ Coming in on a wing and 
a prayer.” 
The new 12-team league has 
what amounts to, in compari­ 
son to the NFL, only a token 
television pact, and season 
ticket sales have been far be­ 
low predictions. 
Don’t be misled by all those 
stories about NFL stars who 
are 
jumping 
to 
the 
new 
league. That doesn’t happen 
before 1975, and, in some 
cases, 1976 —and who can say 
what the situation will be a 
year from now. 
Chicago, Jacksonville and 
Southern California appear to 
be in the best financial shape 
at the moment. Those three 
have sold about 18.000 season 
tickets each —but most of the 
other 
clubs 
haven’t 
come 
close to that. 
The Florida Blazers, a band 
cf gypsies who have moved 
already from Washington and 
Norfolk, Va., 
thought 
they 
found a home in Orlando, Fla. 
But last reports were that the 
Blazers had sold only 1,509 
season tickets. 
The Philadelphia Bell will 
be playing its 10 home games 
in 90,000-seat John F. Kenne­ 
dy Stadium and, with only 5,- 


000 season tickets sold, is fav­ 
ored to lead the WFL in em­ 
pty seats. 
The New York Stars have 
the biggest draw area. But 
the Stars, who will be com­ 
peting against the Jets and 
the Giants, have only a 27,000- 
seat stadium and have sold 
barely a third of those seats 
to season ticket holders. 
The general feeling around 
the league appears to be that 
the Birmingham (Ala.) Amer­ 
icans have put together the 
strongest team in the WFL. 
But, although the Americans 
are housed in a football hot­ 
bed. they’ve sold only 7,000 
season tickets to 70,000-seat 
Legion Field. 
“There are a lot of people 
in the WFL who are deluding 
themselves,” said a veteran 
pro football observer. “ Money 
is going to get tight in a hur­ 
ry, in some cases it already 
has. Don’t be surprised to see 
some of the franchises col­ 
lapse 
midway 
through 
the
